tion of Milk, 


When the yield of milk by the cowa be 
gins to shrink the temptation to make up 
the quantity in some other way is increased 
The Act passed by the Dominion Parlia 
mont to provide against frouda in the sup: 
plying of milk to cheesc, butter, and con- 
densed milk manufactories is a picce of 
wholesome legislation, 

It forbids the sending to any such factory 
(1) milk dilated with water, or (2) milk in 
any way adulterated, or (3) milk fe which 
any cream has been taken, or (4) milk com- 
monly known as skimmed milk, or (5) milk 
from which any portion of that part of the 
milk known as strippings bax been kept back, 
or (6) any milk that is taiuted or partly sour. 
Che penalty for cach offence against the pro- 
visions of the Act, upon conviction thereof 
nr justices of the peace, is 
ot exceeding fifty dollars and not less 
than five dollars, together with the costs of 
prosecution, 

The fine when recovered shall be payable, 
one-half to the informant or complainant, 
and the other balf to the representative of 
the fuetory to which the milk was sevt, to 
istributed among the patroua in propor 
to their respective interests in the pro 
duct thereof, 


Hot Weather Health Hints 


Dangerous colds may be contracted by 
cooling off suddenly after exertion, Farm- 
ers would save much ill-health if they more 
veverally wore flannel shirts, or wash flan- 
nels, which prevent rapid cooling. In the 
cool evenings, when sitting in the open air, 
a coat should always be put on, or thrown 
over the shoulders, If you are subject t 
rheumatism, keep out of draughts, even in 
the warmest weather. 

Clothing light in color is much cooler, 
when working in the sun, than dark cloth- 
ing; in the shade, for the same weight and 
quality, there is no difference, 

When working in the sun, if the perspira 
tion ceases to flow, and the head becomes 
hot and reels, the person should at ouce stop 
working and go into the shade, for sunstroke 
is threatened. So long as the perspiration 
flows frecly and the head is clear, there is 
little danger of sunstroke. When it is 
threatened, go into the shade, and bathe 
hands, arms, chest and bead freely in cold 
water—icowater if you have it, < 

As preventives of malaria keep the prem- 
ises scrupulously clean; and have pure 
drinking water (it is often impure ou farms). 

Fruits, if ripe and fresh, do no harm, even 
to children. Te is unripe, overripe and stale 
fruits which cause mischief in summer. 
Even cucumbers, if fresh and properly pre- 
pared, are cooling and healthful. 

Where the sun cannot evter, the doctor 
probably will, and it is better to have faded 
carpets than faded children. Thoroughly 
clean, whitewash anil subject the cellar to 
thorough ventilation the whole summer. 
Too much shade about the house produces 
dampness and cvuses loss of vigor in families 
of growing children, Rather than trim the 
trees, cut out some of them 

Eat less meat in summer than during the 
cold months; meat heats the blood, aud in- 
directly causes disease when eaten in excess 
in warm weather. An abundance of vege- 
tables are better and cheaper than drags.— 
Dr, G. G. Groff. 


The storm on the evening of July Ist was 
more severe at Campbellford and vicinity 
than in this neighborhood. There consider- 
able damage was done by hail, which fell in 
large quautities The wind also blew with 
great force, aud from the Herall we learn 
that a portion of the roof of the Trent Valley 
woolen mills was torn up, and Henderson & 
Son’s foundry was uuroofed except a piece 
about twelve feet square in the north-west 
corner. The whole mass fell upon an elec- 
tric light pole, smashing it and breaking the 
wires attached to it. Sund and gravel was 
washed down the hillsides, and a locomotive 
which was standing in the ballast pit in the 
western “cut,” was buried about six feet 
deep. Gardens were washed and much of 
the soil carried away; fields were flooded 
from one to four feet of water; creeks and 
little streams swelled to tbree times their 
former s#izo; the river rose about two feet; 
scores of trees were uprooted and torn of 
their branches; fences were blown bown and 
rails scattered about, and sheds and barns 
were blown down and unroofed; gliss was 
broken and window sashes damaged in scores 
of houses, grain, potatoes and vegetables 
were beaten to the ground, and so badly cut 
as to render the crop worthless; washouts 
and flooded roads were numerous, and deep 
gullies were dug in the sloping lands, and 
even trees were washed out by the roots. 
At Meyersburg the storm was indescribable, 
In Mr. O'Sullivan’s house 56 panes of glass 
were broken, 29 panes were broken in Mr. 
Simmons’ house; a barn was blown down 
and smashed to pieces; half the roof of the 
old saw mill was blown down; Mr, Sills’ 
building seemed to have been struck; gar- 
dens were destroyed, and every building in 
the place suffered from broken glass. ‘The 
cheese factory was damaged to the extent of 
360 or $70. Between there and Norham 
there were five deep washouts on the road, 
that were impassable, and horses were made 
to cross with ditliculty.

The growth is rank ih some 
places, in others there are some signs of rust, 
and in low lands it has suffered from an ex- 
cessive rainfall, but these drawbacks are 
more than set.off by the magniticent outlBok 
in other localities. It was feared that the 
heavy rain would have laid the wheat, but 
there appears to have been uo such result. 
Rarley promises as fine a crop as wheat, So 
also do peas, though there are reports that 
they have been scalded out in low ground. 
Oats are not looking as well as usual, and 
the crop promises to be lighter than last year, 
but favorable weather would improve the 
outlook. Everything now depends upon 
the weather for the next fortnight. 1f it 
continues fayorable we will have a fall aver- 
age crop. ‘There‘will be an enormous crop 
ot hay.—mpire.

The liver itself is a digestive agent, All 
the digested food, with the exception of a 
small portion of the fat, is absorbed and car- 
ried by the portal vein to the liver. The 
heart pumps blood direct into the 
general circulation, but all of it which 
goes to the stomach, spleen, and 
other abdominal viscera, is carried to 
the liver before it is allowed to 

into the general circulation. Thus the 
lites acts as a filter for the blood received 
through the portal circulation, and com- 
pletes the work of digestion. The stomach 
is only the ante-chamber where the process 
of digestion is commenced. There are 
twenty-five feet of intestines, and the work 
of these upon the food is vastly more im- 
portant than that of the stomach. When 
the stomach and intestines have done all 
that they can do to the food, its nourish- 
ment is expended, and it is carried off as 
waste matter by the kidneys. The liver 
acts upon all its elements, w: hich no other 
organ does, Starch constitutes one-half to 
two-thirds of all our food. When we take 
it into the mouth, the saliva begins to 
change it into sugar. It furnishes heat for 
the body, and muscular and brain. force, 
hence we need a large amount of it. In the 

rocess uf digestion, a large amount of sugar 
is Manufactured. If all this were poured 
at once into the circulation, it would thicken 
the blood and render it so sluggish that 
the blood corpuscles would all be destroyed, 
and it would haye to be hurried out of the 
system to save the person’s life, so the liver 
goes immediately to work to change the 
sugar back into liver starch, and stores it 
up in its tissues. Then it begins slowly to 
change the starch back into sugar again, and 
doles it out for use as needed for force, heat, 
ete, 

The liver isalso a sort of rending establish- 
ment. It takes what would otherwise be 
offensive and dangerous elements, and 
utilizes them, just as the rendering establish- 
ments of large cities take the dead animals 
and offensive garbage and make them of 
value. The liver takes all the broken down 
tissues, themillions of dead blood corpuscles 
and works them over and changes them 
into material of which corpuscles can be 
made, The coloring matter im these cor- 
puscles is worked over into material which 
turnishes coloring matter for the eyes and 
hair, as well as furnishing color to the bile. 
Nature shows wonderful economy in thus 
taking old, worn, out material, and convert- 
ing it into such a variety of new uses. 

The bile containing waste alkaline sub- 
stances, also makes a little soap out of the 
fat, that aids in preparing the rest of the 
fatty material for absorption.

In the Khojah Tunnel. 


An article in the Allahabad Pioneer giv

Crop Prospects in England. 


A week ago it waa felt that the weather 
in England since the begining of June had 
already become a too grotesquely ridiculous 
thing to be discussed in ordinary language, 
« then there has been tho heaviest rain- 
fall known in any one week since 1878, and 
the whole six weeks record is the worst since 
1813, To have to go back nearly eighty 
years for a parallel affords the Briton sort 
of gloomy pride in the uniquo character of 
this summer, but not evin Mark Taploy 
could pretend to take comfort in its contem- 
plation. 

The havoc this continuous downpour has 
worked in the fashonable world of regattas, 
lawn fetes and riverside partics is of no Jast- 
ing consequence, but the direct pecuniary 
loss to farmers has become something terri- 
ble. I came in this mornilig from Shepper- 
ton, rome twenty miles up the river, and 
saw literally a hundred acres of meadows in 
which cocked hay was four-fifths under wat- 
er, The Thames is a swoollen and muddy 
flood like the Mohawk in a March freshet, 
and all the low lying stretches of land in the 
valley are swamped. Some grass counties, 
like Cheshire, already report that practically 
the whole hay crop is destroyed. Two 
bright, hot days in the middle of the week 
revived a hope that the wheat might after all 
be saved in something not too far below the 
ayerage crop, but the subsequent tropical 
rains and the arctic temperature have «lissi- 
pated this. Everybody admits now that it is 
likely to be the worst year since the unpre- 
cedented disaster of 1579. 

The stock of English wheat is now all but 
exhausted, and under the influence of this 
and the evil prospects of the growing crop, 
prices have advanced about another shilling 
per quarter during the week. Much the 
sume atories continue to come from the con- 
tinent. The Rossiau ruble went op on the 
Berlin Bourse yesterday in sympathy with 
the general advance in the wheat market, 
which it is now evident that Russia will 
largely control. 

As to the real condition of the Russian 
crop much uncertainty exists. The official 
report of the month makes a very gloomy 
shaping. but it is suspected in Berlin that 
this is done to favorably affect exchange, and 
that Russia, in fact, has a tolerable crop. 
If this be true, Russia ought to make a great 
deal of money, because all Europe will per- 
force be buyers. 

Reports just published show that the 
wheat crop in Hungary is good as regards 
both quantity and quality. Rye and barley 
are satisfactory, but the crop of oats is poor,

for admittance, yply upon the strength of 
an impudent presence, or a loose way of 
spending other people's money, that mo 
*“wociety” ceases to be good, and becotnes 
something that ladies and gentlemen, with 
due regard for their reputations should be 
careful about soiling themselves with. But 
all of what is known as Washington society 
is not to be condemned, or in all respects to 
be harshly criticised, It embraces within 
its *‘ charmed circle” many excellent persons. 
Yet there is no society in the world so liable 
to be imposed upon, and for this it has only 
itself to blame. ‘There is no society in the 
world that admits applicants for membership 
upon such slim credentials, Hundreds of 
men and women, young and oli, find their 
way within its portals with far less recom- 
mendation than the lady of the house would 
insist Epon in hiring a servant for her kitch- 
en or a hostler for her stable. 

How shall I get into society ? is a question 
frequently asked by the new comer. It is 
not a difficult conundrum. The solution is 
easy. At least society places no obstructions 
in the way that the most wortbless pretend- 
er to social recognition may not overcome if 
he have sufficient adroitness and audacity. 
Society requires few qualifications that are 
not found in the fashionable mannerisms of 
the day, the arts of address, the affectation 
of affluence. Character is taken for granted 
if it has the requisite gloss.

Tt is my intention, if possible, at some time 
in the near future, to write upon the causes 
of the mistakes'and hindrances in connec- 
tion with the mining industries of Canada, 
but my present subject is that of the culti- 
vation.of the land in Ontario and the Bour- 
bonism of those who should have the inter- 
ests or the cultivators us their chief study 
andecare. Iam not ignorant of the work 
doi e at the Government farms and colleges, 
in /ast, I write in the hope that their pre- 
sent comparative uselessness, may by an 
occasional glance outside of their boundaries 
on the part of those who have the control 
of them, lead to such breadth ot statesman- 
ship as will canse them to minister to the 
weilth, comfort and happiness of the agri- 
cultural classes en masse. 

Ido not wish to see any material change 
in the ‘‘National Policy,” but I do regret 
the general feeling that everything should 
be sacrificed to the interests of the manufac: 

preva or that it should be imagined that 
the}welfare of Canada depends altogether 
upon their success, whilst our forests are 
be.ng depleted, our mines are unworked, 
our immense stores of iron are not utilized, 
and our lands are being exhausted, although 
it must be obvious fo every careful observer 
that we should so protect the regions in 
which trees only can be sources of in- 
come, as that new forests may grow to re- 
place those proparly removed, we should 
remedy the faults of our mining systems, 
and as. ‘grain areas” remove north-west- 
ward, we should replace grain crops by 
others more remunerative. 

Tam aware that spasmodic attempts in 
this latter direction have been made by 
gentlemen in the province of Quebec, by 
w iich they have sutlered severe lcsses, but as 
these attempts were made without previous 
consideration of the peculiar circumstances 
of the country, they have proved hindrances 
instead of benefits. L refer particularly to the 
establishment of beet sugar factories at 
Coaticook, West Farnham, Berthiéren Haut, 
ete,, enterprises of a character to advance 
the interests of the agriculturists, but under- 
taken in such manier as not to be adapted 
to the habits and Circumstances of the peo- 


poration and @ treatment of the cheese fac 
tories or slight additions thereto, so as to 
udlvance the syrup to such op stage as will 
enable it to be conveyed to the central or

of income will be open to every agricultural- 
ist. But we go further, because the gain to 
the farmer will be so great as to encourage 
him to an extension of the principles of co- 
operation which have proved so advantageous 
to him in the matter of cheese factories,

quantity of hay or chopped straw and of 
crushed grain, thus using on his own land 
with profit what he now sells without any.
